PREFACE 



This compendium of abstracts of state day care licensing regula- 
tions has been prepared as part of the National Survey of Day 
Care Licensing conducted by Consulting Services Corporation in 
conjunction with Social and and Administrative Services and Systems 
Association for the Office of Child Development t U*S. Department 
of Hea 1th, Education , and Welfare. 

A uniform format for the presentation of the abstract of day 
care regulations for each state and the District of Columbia 
has been used to facilitate state -by- state comparisons by the 
reader. The licensing agency in each state was requested to 
review the abstracts of that state 1 s regulations to ensure proper 
interpretation and to correct any errors or omissions. All , changes 
received from the state licensing agencies have been incorporated 
into these abstracts. 

Information on the day care licensing statutes and regulations 
of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, Guam, American Samoa, the 
Virgin Islands, and the Trust Territories of the Pacific Islands 
is being collected. Abstracts of these regulations will be pub- 
lished separately as an, addendum to this volume.

(Title 49, Section 17(7), Subsection 13, 

Alabama Code of 1940, Cumulative pocket parts) , 

c- Regulation : "Minimum Standards for Day Care Centers, I960," 

2 , DEFINITION: "The term ! day care center* shall mean any person, 

or group of persons, association, corporation, institution or 
agency providing care, for compensation, reward or otherwise, to 
more than four children during part of, u all of the daylight 
hours, but less than 24 hours, apart from their own parents Dr 
guardians. When used in these standards, the term includes day 
nurseries, nursery schools or other similar units of operation 
under any other name. The term shall not include kindergartens 
and nursery schools operating under public school auspices, or 
kindergartens or nursery schools operating in connection with 
parochial or other properly established and authorized grade 
schools. Care given to children or church premises while their 
parents attend services are excluded." 

3 * CHILDREN ELIGIBLE:

4. STAFF QUALIFICATIONS l 



a. Director: 



1 . Age i If persons younger than 21 years or over 70 years 

are members of the staff, persons between 21 and 70 years 
must be on hand in the center at all times. 
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2. Eduoat ion/Training : Every director must have had at least 

a high school education or its equivalent and must have 
had a period of observation and a minimum of three months 
successful teaching experience in a day care service of 
recognised standing. In centers serving thirty children 
or more the director must have advanced college training/ 
successful experience in child care and development and 
ability in the administration of a sound program of 
child cars. 

3* Phvs lea 1 : Good physical condition as evidenced by purchase 

of a health certificate and negative TB test at the time 
of employment and at least annually thereafter. 

4. Character : Emotional stability as evidenced by patience 

with and understanding of the actions of small children. 



b , Teachers : 



1. Age : See 4.a„l above, 

2, Education/Training : The child care staff/ that is, those 

working with the children, must have at least a high 
school education or its equivalent, 

3- Physical : A physical condition required to insure resistance 

to common ailments and sufficient agility to care for 
children in active play; a health certificate and negative 
TB test must be presented at the time of employment and 
at least annually thereafter. 

4, Characte r : See 4. a, 4 above, 

c. Assistants : Defined as 11 teachers” 

5. PHYSICAL FACILITY: 

a. Use Restrictions : A site on a busy street without parking or 

off-street loading , areas should not be considered* Factory, 
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industrial or commercial areas shall be avoided if possible, 

"If the day care center is located in a family residence , the 
building or portion of the building to which children have 
access must be used only for the day care center while it 
is in operation* A day care center must not be operated in 
a rooming house , or where any other type of business is 
operated . " 

Physical Structure ; 

1. General : The center must be provided with physical 

facilities which are safe and suitable for children and 
for the program activities required. 

2* Usable Floor Levels : Ground or first floor space. Use 

of basement and second stories may be considered if 
approved. 

3. Indoor Space i "The day care center must have adequate 
indoor space. The indoor space must have sufficient floor 
area for play to provide 35 square feet of floor space 
per child. Halls used as passageways, bathrooms and 
kitchen, joining bedrooms and floor space used ny 
permanent built-in cabinets must not be considered as 
floor space available for play. The indoor space is to 

be used by the children for play and for materials, 
equipment and furniture." Beds, cribs or cots must be 
placed at least 2 feet apart except when screens are used* 

4, Outdoor Space : "The outdoor play area must contain at 

least sixty square feet of usable play space per child. 

The play area must not have hidden corners or unprotected 
hazards, such as deep pools or holes or lawn equipment. 

It must be kept free of broken glass and other debris. 

Any area which contains garbage pails, drainage ditches 
or like hazards must be fenced so that children cannot 
come in contact with them. 

"The outdoor play area must not exceed limits within 
which staff members can keep children in sight at all times. 
If there is a traffic hazard, adequate fencing must be 
provided to prevent children from running on driveways, 
streets or highways. If the play yard is not subject to 
traffic hazards, a hedge or an informal type of boundary 
can serve as a fence* The outdoor area must, through 
natural or other drainage, be free from dampness. 

Surface treatment of the play area must be free from hard 
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abrasive material. Grass , tanbark, sand or rubber mats 
should be placed under play equipment used for climbing 
c ’ swinging * n 

5. Light! ng Requ irem ents ; "All rooms used by the children 
must be properly ventilated and lighted. Window space 
must be at least one-fourth of the floor space. The 
light must be such that artificial lighting need be 
resorted to only on the darkest days. Lighting conditions, 
both natural and artificial, must be adequate. They 
should be checked regularly for the recommended minimum 

of 30 sustained foot candle of illumination at work and 
play levels. Windows must be the kind that can be 
opened. Outside doors and windows must be screened.” 

6. To i let -Washbasin/Chi Id-Ratio : 

1 toilet per 10 children 
1 washbasin per 10 children 

If the center is located in a community where there are 
no flush toilet facilities, the public health department 
must approve the toilet facilities provided by the center, 

7. Speci a l Features ; Outside exit doors must open outward. 
Adequate and safe provision for heating all indoor space 
must be made, and an even temperature of 65^70° F, must 
be maintained* All heating facilities must be adequately 
protected. A center must provide drinking water accessible 
to the children. 



6, CODE REQU1HFMENTS s 

a . General s Applicable local ordinances must be complied with 
before a license is issued by the Department. 

b . Building : Clearance with local building, fire, health and 

zoning departments should be made before proceeding with plans 
to build or to use a building already constructed. 

c. Fir e : All buildings must be approved by the local fire 

department for freedom from fire hazards. 

d. Safety : The facility must be provided with physical facilities 

which are safe and suitable for children and for the program 
activities required , 
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e, Sanitation t The facility must be approved by the public 
health department for sanitation and for other health 
protective measures , 

7 , LICENSING FEE; None 

8, CHILD HEALTH; The center must obtain , prior to admission, a 
signed statement by a licensed physician as to a child 1 s satis= 
factory health condition. If there is evidence of T,B, in the 
family a chest X-ray should be made. Immunizations against 
smallpox, tetanus, typhoid, whooping cough, polio and diptheria 
should be completed, A daily inspection of each child is required 
to determine evidence of illness or contagion. If children are 
transported in a group, the inspection mi. at be made before a 
child enters the car. Any child showing ill-health symptoms must 
be isolated until arrangements can be made for care elsewhere, 

A first aid kit equipped with supplies recommended by the 
Department of Health must be maintained. 

9. OTHER; 

a. Reports and Records ; A center must keep records of infor- 
mation and make them available upon request. These include; 



3 , Health records and physical examination records of staff 
and children, 

4, Name and date of birth of each child, 

5, Name, address and telephone number of each parent both at 
home and at work. 

6, Name, address and telephone number of a responsible 
substitution to call in an emergency. 

7, Name, address and telephone number of a physician to call 
in an emergency. 

8, Date of entrance and withdrawal of each child . 

9, Daily attendance record of each child, 

b . Program ; The center must provide constructive experiences for 
each child through planned physical activity and creative play. 
The program must provide for alternate periods of active play 
and quiet periods. Children must have opportunity to get 
drinking water as often as they wish if. Regular intervals 
must be provided for children to go to the toilet. Opportunity 
must be provided for the children to have intimate contacts 
with the adults in the center. The program must provide 



1, Financial records showing the status of the center, 

2, Personnel records of staff. 
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appropriate stimulation for the age level of the group and 
children must proceed from one activity to another. It 
must include experiences with music, nature , stories, dis- 
cussions and art and must not include emphasis on teaching 
the children to read and write. 

c. Educational Equipment * Suitable furniture properly arranged, 
of a size and type that will fit the child's needs. There 
must be a chair for each child, and equipment for all age 
levels. Some equipment must provide opportunity for the 
child to play quietly by himself. 

d. Outdoor Play Equipment ; Must be kept in good condition free 
of sharp, loose, rusty or pointed parts. 

e. Other Equipment ; Adequate sanitary equipment is required for 
washing and bathing the children. There must be clean extra 
clothing in case of toilet accidents. Provision must be 
made for keeping each child's clothes separate and there must 
be an individual cot or bed, sheets and a blanket for each 
child in the center more than 5 hours a day. 

f . Disciplin a : Corporal punishment or any other technique which 

is humiliating or frightening must not be used; punishment 
must not be associated with food, rest, isolation because of 
illness, or toilet training. 

g. Nutrition ; The center must make adequate provision for 
meeting the children's food needs and must provide an adequate 
kitchen equipped with stove, refrigerator, sink, dishes and 
cooking utensils . The noon meal must include at least one 
hot dish, preferably the main dish. 

h. Insurance : Not required, but recommended that liability 

insurance should be carried* 

i. Transportation : Not specified. 

j. Telephone ; A telephone must, if possible, be in the center 
for use in emergencies . 

10. SPECIAL PROVISIONS; 

a. Infant Care : See separate summary of standards. 

b . If physically handicapped children are enrolled there must 
b adequate staff to take care of their special needs, over 
and above the needs of the group.

Character : All staff members must be persons who relate 

well to children, are warm, loving and patient.

2. Education/Training : Child care staff working with 

children over one year must have completed 10th grade,

4 - Character ; See for Director above , 

5 , PHYSICAL FACILITY; 

a* Use Restrictions ; Not specified, 
b . Physical Structure : 

1 - General ; Plant and building must be suitable for child 

care, located within reasonable proximity to the children

3. Indoor Space ; 35 sq . ft, of indoor play space per child

7. LICENSING FEE: None specified. 

8. CHILD HEALTH: A doctor's statement must be obtained on every 

child prior to admission, then a medical statement is required 
semi-annually for children under one year of age and annually 
for those one year or older. Daily health checks required. 

Isolation quarters must be provided for a sick child, until 
taken home , 

9 . OTHER: 

a. Reports and Records : Required are records of daily attendance, 

child progress reports, monthly population reports, staff 
personal records and child personal records. 

b. Program : The daily program must be suitable for the child's 

level of development. 

For infants up to 12 months each child must have at least 
1/2 hour each morning and each afternoon of undivided 
attention by the same specific adult. The child must not 
be left too long in the crib. Each child must be allowed 
to form his own pattern of sleep and must be provided care 
(diaper, feeding, holding) when needed. The child must foe 
held while fed if unable to sit unaided. 

For children one year to three years old there must be a 
daily program of activities including dramatic play, stories, 
music, free activities, encouragement of language — — all accord- 
ing to child's state of development. Parent and center methods 
of toilet training must be consistent, and this must be delayed 
until child is adjusted to the center. 

c. Education E j aipmenf : There must foe furniture appropriate 

for the age of the children in each unit. For instance, a 
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chair and table space must be provided for the children who 
can eat at the table, high chairs for those who cannot. 

Toys and play equipment must be provided. All furnishings 
and toys must be safe for children, i.e., no sharp edges, 
none in rusty or toxic conditions, nothing small enough to 
put in mouth, etc. 

Ou* or Play Equipment : Required ar es low swings with canvas 

or plastic seats, sandbox with sand toys, low pedal toys, 
wagon, wheelbarrow, low climbing bars and a low slide. 

Other Equipment : Equipment must be appropriate and safe. 

There must be a bed or crib for each child on roll. 

Mattresses must be of a washable material and there must be a 
sheet for each crib or cot. Washable cots may be used for 
the group between 18 months and three years. There must be 
a staff rocking chair for each five children under 2 years of 
age, and for each 10 children over 2 years of age. 

Discipline : Punishment must not be used with the infancy to 

12 months age group. For the one to three year olds punish- 
ment or shaming must never be used in connection with toilet 
training and corporal punishment not used under any 
circumstances . 

Nutrition ; For infancy to 12 months solid foods must not be 
given in a bottle. A variety of foods must be offered and 
food must not be forced on or withheld from a cnild. 

For ages one to three years, children must be provided a 
balanced noonday meal. Milk and fruit juice must also be 
served — with no substitution for juice. Food must not be 
forced or withheld. 

Insurance % The center must carry liability insurance. 
Transportation. Not specified.

Every child admitted to a group care nursery shall have a physical 
examination by a licensed physician no later than two ( 2 ) weeks after 
he is admitted to the nursery, if he has not had such examination 
within one month prior to admission.

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shall be required. A signed, properly dated statement from the 
examining physician shall be on file in the nursery and shall 
certify that the child is in good health and able to participate 
in the, activities of the nursery and shall include information 
concerning known food allergies, unusual habits, handicapping 
conditions, or other factors which would require special care for 
this child. 

Physical examination shall not be required for any child who is 
cared for in a group care nursery for a period of less than two 
(2) weeks* Daily health checks are required, no child admitted 
if he has been exposed to a communicable disease , and isolation 
is required for any child who becomes sick until his removal from 
the center, 

OTHER : 

a. Records and Reports : The nursery shall submit monthly reports 

on daily attendance and the number of children cared for. A 
card file or ledger shall be maintained for each child and shall 
include the following information;

b. Program : The nursery shall provide a program of varied planned 

activities which are wholesome and healthy for the child and 
which allow for both group activities and individual interests. 

If children under the age of three are cared for? a separate 
program shall be provided for them, taking into consideration 
their special needs , Separate play and sleeping space shall be 
required. Routine activities, such as eating, sleeping and 
washing, shall be performed with reasonable regularity c Toileting 
shall be arranged according to individual needs . Play periods 
shall come at approximately the same time each day. If a child 
remains as long as 4 hours in a center there should be at least 
one rest period, and if longer than 5 hours a nap of at least 
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one hour shall he included*

Infant Care ; 

1# "Agencies which enroll infants shall have received per= 
mission to do so from the Department. An infant shall 
be considered to be a child under 18 months, or one who 
has not yet reached the steady walking stage, or requires 
the use of diapers. 

2. Rooms used by infants shall be separated from rooms used 
by older children. There shall be no passageway through 
the infant rooms by children of other age groups going 
from one area to another. Provision shall be made for 
separation of crib infants from toddlers. 

3. There shall be continuous adult supervision of infants 
while in the agency. 

4. There shall be hand washing facilities available in the 
infant area used for diaper changing. 

5. Each infant’s diapers shall be changed as frequently as 
needed while the infant is in his own crib or on a 
surface which provides clean coverings between each infant 
change. When changing diapers, the infant shall be washed 
and dried, using his individual toilet accessories. Hand 
washing before and after the care of each infant shall be 
a routine procedure. There shall be a covered, water- 
proof container for the storage of soiled diapers and 
clothing . 

All rooms In the nursery shall be ventilated by windows 
or mechanical means sufficient to prevent all objection- 
able odors, and in such a manner as to avoid direct 
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drafts on children. A moderate degree of temperature 
shall toe maintained with a minimum of 68 degrees F - 

7. Formulas* special or modified diets for children* should 
be provided by the parents. If prepared toy the center* 
it shall be prepared in accordance with written instruct^ 
ions from the parent or the physician in charge of the 
child and toy a technique approved by the Department. 

8- All infants under six months of age should toe held when 
toeing fed toy a bottle. Bottles shall be individually 
labelled for each child. All bottles, nipples and bottle 
covers shall be washed, rinsed and well drained. 

Infants shall be spoon fed as soon as they are of suffic— 
xent age and allowed to feed themselves as soon as this 
desire is shown. As soon as he is able, a child shall 
sit at a table in a chair at feeding time.

10. Playpens, walkers, strollers, etc., shall be provided. 

No more than one child shall be placed in a playpen at 
one time- Washable toys, large enough so they cannot 
toe swallowed shall be provided for cribs and playpens. 
Toys shall have no sharp edges or removable parts. 

11. A crib shall be provided for each infant. Each crib 
shall be of sturdy construction with bars. closely spaced 
so a child's head cannot be caught, an 1 have clean, 
individual bedding including sheets and blanket.

10, SPECIAL PROVISIONS s 

a. Infant Care : Diapers, clothing and all personal 

supplies for each child must be kept separate and in well- 
marked containers. No more than 2 children may be placed 
together in a play pen. 

"Arrangements must be made with parents for formulas for 
infants. All formulas must be labeled and refrigerated. 

The facility must provide boiled water for infants and 
refrigeration of special foods and juices. 

Pacifiers will not be used unless mothers request it. In 
this case, the parent must provide new, clean pacifiers, 
and these must be sterilized if they are dropped on the 
floor .

5 . PHYSICAL FACILITY: 

a - Use Restrictions : In multi-function buildings, which may 

have other programs in addition to the day nursery, the 
State Department of Social Welfare shall review for licensing 
that part of the building which is limited to the nursery 
section . 

b , Physical Structure : 



1. General : Physical facilities must be safe and suitable 

for the care of children and for the program of activities 



2. Usable Floor Levels : Rooms used for day care children 

shall not be located above first story except in 
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buildings of Type I or Type II construction, or in 
buildings provided with a full automatic sprinkler 
system . 

3. Indoor Space : The indoor play rooms must have sufficient 

floor area (occupied only by the children's play materials, 
equipment and furniture) to provide 35 square feet of 
floor space per child. Floor space occupied by permanent 
built-in cabinets and shelves may not be considered as 
floor space available for play* 

4* Outdo or Space : There must be outdoor play space adequate 

in size for the group in attendance, properly surfaced 
and fenced and conveniently located in relation to the 
indoor facilities. 

There must be at least 75 sq* ft. per child of outdoor 
play area and it must be so situated that it will provide 
adequate sunshine and shade, according to climatic 
conditions and hours of operation and permit children to 
reach it without hazard. 

The surface of the playground must have good drainage and 
be safe and suitable for the activities planned, fret of 
hazards, such as broken glass and other debris, and 
properly maintained. The playground must be properly 
fenced with a substantial fence of sufficient height to 
provide adequate protection for children and to keep them 
in the playground. 

All fish ponds, wading pools, swimming pools and similar 
bodies of water shall be made inaccessible when not in 
use, by fencing or covering. Any construction or equipment 
(such as an incinerator) which cannot be removed, and 
which causes a hazardous situation on the playground must 
be adequately fenced off or enclosed. 

5. Lighting Requirements i All rooms must be well lighted and 
ventilated. Window space must be at least one-eighth 

of the floor area of the room, and 50% of the required 
windows must be openable* 

6, Toilets-Washbas ins/Child-Ratio ; One of each is required 
for the first 14 children plus one additional of each for 
every 10 children, or fractional part thereof, in excess 
of 14 ,

Solid equipment shall not be located where running 
children might bump into it* 

The floors of all rooms must have a surface which provides 
safety, warmth and cleanliness* 

Adequate provision must be made for the storage of cleaning 
equipment, and for the disposal of waste water* 

Some space must be available to serve as an off! ce , 
adequate in size and location to meet the needs* There 
must be a properly equipped staff rest room containing a 
day bed or couch and space for storage of coats and 
personal belongings * 

6* CODE REQUIREMENTS-* 

a . General : Plans for new buildings or additions or major 

alterations to existing buildings, to be used for day 
nurseries or nursery school programs, shall be submitted to 
the State Department of Social Welfare for review and 
approval before construction is started* 

b . Bui lding : Buildings or any portion thereof constructed for 

the housing of day care facilities shall conform and be 
maintained in accordance with Title 24, Article 8, of the 
California Building Standards . 

c. Fire : A fire safety clearance from the State Fire Marshal 

is required before initial licensing* before any change in the 
term j of the license which affects fire safety/ and at the 
time of each yearly renewal of license* Awnings, canopies or 
wooden lath structures used for shade must be approved for fire 
safety. Heating equipment and installation shall also be 
subject to the approval of the fire inspection authority. 

d # Safety * See 6*e above*, 
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Sanitation : Nurseries must maintain an acceptable level 

of general sanitation and cleanliness with regard to the 
plant, playground, equipment and storage of supplies, 
bedding, clothing, etc. Provisions for proper washing of 
dishes and cooking utensils must be made. The use of 
common washcloths and towels by the children is prohibited. 



7 . LICENSING FEE; None. 

8- CHILD HEALTH: Prior to admission, the nursery must obtain for 

each child a written report from a licensed physician (preferably 
the family physician) covering the child's general health, 
physical and emotional maturity, special problems and needs, 
immunizations, and a test for tuberculosis. 

The parent shall be required to have the child examined prior 
to admission, if the child has not had regular health supervision 
and there is no physician who can complete the report on the 
basis of his prior knowledge of the child's health. 

Exception s Parents who adhere to a religious faith practicing 
healing by prayer or other spiritual means, may be exempted from 
this requirement if they provide the required health history and 
sign a statement which indicates their: acceptance of full 

.responsibility for the child's health; refusal to obtain a medical 
examination of the child; and request that no medical care be 
given to the child. 

All children not exempt from this requirement must have the 
following immunizations before admipeion: 

a. Smallpox vaccination ^ 

b. Diphtheria 

c. Pertussis 

d. Tetanus 

e . Pol iomy elitis 
f. Measles 

Nurseries must maintain continuing supervision of the children's 
health and has responsibility for seeing that children with obvious 
symptoms of illness, including the common cold, are not accepted s 
Daily inspections for signs of ill-health must take place before 
a child joins the group- 

some provision must be made for isolating in an area not used by 
others a child who becomes ill during the day. The parent shall 
be notified immediately when a child becomes ill, and asked to 
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come for him at once. An ill child may be kept in the nursery 
only until his parent can come for him. In cases of illness, 
accident, or injury to any child, the nursery must be able to 
make prompt arrangements for notification of the parents and 
for medical care, if necessary .

be maintained for each child and shall be readily available 
at all times and shall include:

2. A regular schedule of physical routines — meals, snacks, 
naps, and toileting.

An adequate number of tables and chairs , scaled to children 
size, must be provided. Play materials and equipment in 
sufficient variety and quantity to meet the interests and 
needs of the children must be provided. 

Equipment and materials must be suitable for the age range 
served, and must be selected according to the type of 
supervision provided, and in good condition, free of sharp, 
loose or pointed parts.

bedding available for each child who naps. 

f. Discipline : Constructive methods must be used for maintaining 

group control and handling individual behavior.

Drinking water must be readily available both in the play- 
rooms and on the playground, so that children are free to 
drink as they wish,

10, SPECIAL PROVISIONS: 

G roup Care for Infants under Two Years Old : 

Group day care in special circumstances for children under t T ^o 
years (see 3, CHILDREN ELIGIBLE) shall be permitted only under 
the direction of a non-profit agency. Staff, including the 
Director, shall all have training as specified in 34517 
and 34521* if a nursery has more than 25 infants enrolled, 
there shall be both a director and an assistant director on the 
staff. Each group of children shall be where at least one staff 
member is within sight and sound of each child* 

At least one nursery aide for every four infants is required. 

Each child shall have a separate crib, cot or floor pad for 
sleeping and no other child shall occupy this, and sufficient 
changes of clothing so that he can be clean and dry all day. 

Nurseries shall maintain an acceptable level of general sanita- 
tion and cleanliness with regard to the building, playground, 
equipment and storage of supplies, bedding, clothing, food and 
other equipment. 

There shall be adequate indoor play space, separate from the 
sleeping area and sufficient space for toddlers to explore 
safely. 

The feeding of the children shall be planned by a nutritionist, 
pediatrician, or public health nurse. 

Infants under six months shall be held for bottle feeding. At 
no time shall a child be placed in bed with a propped bottle. 

At no time shall a child be allowed to carry a bottle. 
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There shall be frequent communication with the child's 
mother about feeding , such as introduction of new foods, likes 
and dislikes, and introduction of cup. 

Staff shall have special instruction so that they may understand 
the developmental needs of children at the time toilet training 
is begun.

"kindergarten" shall mean any facility providing an educational 
program for children only for the year preceding their entrance 
to the first grade, whether such facility is called a kinder- 
garten, nursery school, preschool, or by any other name. The 
term shall not include any facility licensed as a family care 
home under the provisions of this article."

no splinters and must be sturdily built; large equipment 
must be stable and free of poisonous (lead base) paint and 
other harmful characteristics. 

Outdoor Play Equipment: See n c. above. Also mentioned in 

requirements for programs are swings, jungle-gyms, sliding 
boards, and tricycles. 

Other Equipment: There shall be individual cribs, cots, hi 

or approved sleeping mats provided with individual bedding 
sufficient to maintain warmth. These sleeping provisions 
must be placed at least 1-1/2 feet apart. Parents may be 
asked to supply bedding. Toilet articles shall be either 
disposable or individually assigned. There should be 
readily available out of the reach of children sufficient 
approved first aid kits . 

Discipline : 



Discipline, child care, and child guidance shall be handled 
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with kindness and understanding within a program so planned 
as to minimize the need for punishment or severe discipline* 
No child shall be: 

Subjected to cruel, harsh, humiliating , petty, severe or 
provocative treatment . 

Subjected to verbal abuse, threats, or derogatory remarks 
about him or his family. 

Deprived of meals or any part of meals as punishment. 

Disciplinary measures shall be designed and administered in 
such a way as to help the individual child develop self 
control and to assume responsibility for his own acts. 

To accomplish this the center shall*. 

Establish simple and understandable rules, for both children 
and staff, that set the limits of behavior required for the 
protection of the group and individuals within the group. 

g . Nutrition : 

For- infants centers shell follow a physician’s or parent's 
prescription for formula and feeding of solid foods. 

For all children in the nursery or day care center for a 
period of 8 hours, a minimum of three feedings shall be 
furnished . 

Meals shall be planned to provide a minimum of 2/3 of the 
child's total daily requirement as set forth by the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National Research Council. 

Consultation with a trained nutritionist is required at least 
annually by the Division for Licensing. 

h. Insurance : There must be consultation with a licensed 

insurance agent. Insurance carried must include liability 
coverages. Insurance also should include but is not limited 
to workmen's compensation, fire, and furnace coverage. 

i. Transportation : Not specified. 

j. Telephone : At lease one telephone that is neither a pay 

station nor locked while the center is in operation. 
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k. Accounting : All day care centers shall take into account 

methods of bookkeeping which will provide financial 
information essential to the prediction of budgetary needs , 
and for proper accounting . 

SPECIAL PROVISIONS; 

a. Infant Care: Infants (defined as children under 12 months 
of age and/or unable to walk) may be cared for under 
general day care regulations, except where the following 
special infant day care regulations take precedence: 

Infants shall have a child: staff ratio of 5:1. Where less 
than 5 infants are cared for in a facility, older children 
up to 2-1/2 years may be included with the infants; in no 
case should the child: staff ratio exceed 5:1. 

Staff, both paid and volunteer, shall be assigned exclusively 
to infant care and should have no other duties in a facility 
housing older children. At least one person over the age of 
18 must be in charge of infant groups at all times. 

All staff members including volunteers must be at least 16 
: years of age, and shall have experience and/or training in 

the care of infants. 

A physician, or emergency medical services, must be available 
during the entire period of day care. 

A public health nurse must, be requested to visit the cent 
on a weekly basis, and more frequently if necessary,, for 
consultation with the staff responsible for infant care 
unless a registered nurse should happen to be on the staff on 
a regular basis, either full or part-time. 

A sufficient supply of crib linen shall be maintained to 
assure change of linen as often as dictated by soiling. 

Each infant’s indoor clothing, diapers, toilet articles, 
medications, etc., shall be kept in individual crib side 
stands, lockers or other receptacles, and out of reach of 
children. 

Play pens or approved mats shall be provided to insure that 
all infants above the age of 3 months may spend part of the 
day outside of the crib. 
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Adequate provision must be made for the cleansing of toilet 
facilities with germicide after each use. 

A written and rehearsed plan of evacuation in the event of 
fire or other emergency must be developed and instruction 
in same must be given to the staff. Regular drills by the 
staff and the children in this procedure shall be held at 
least once a month. 

All requirements of the Division of Physical Health with 
regard to infant care must be met. 

Infants found to be ill must be isolated and cared for by 
a single attendant until the infant can be removed from the 
center . 

b. Care of School-Age Children : 

Children who are 6 years old or over may be cared for in day 
care centers. Any center that admits these older children 
shall provide separate, appropriate facilities and programs 
for them if their presence reduces the effectiveness of the 
program for the younger children. 

Children who spend periods at the center sh " j- be supervised 
in constructive activities to avoid interference with younger 
children. 

Children who have lunch at the center may be served with the 
younger children if their presence is compatible with the 
day care center program.

e. Sanitation : "Drinking fountains shall be of a type approved by 

the Georgia Department of Public Health. When drinking fountains 
are not used, individual paper cups shall be provided and shall 
be disposed of immediately after use." 

"In order to protect and promote the health and safety of 
children the center shall maintain the rooms in which the 
children are housed clean and odor free and require that the 
staff keep the children clean, dry and comfortable. Bed linens 
shall be kept clean and dry, and soiled linens and diapers 
handled in a sanitary manner." 

7. LICENSING FEE: None. 

8. CHILD HEALTH: 

"For every child admitted for care, there shall be on file a physician's 
statement indicating that the child is free of communicable or con- 
tagious disease. Required immunizations are D.P.T., smallpox, polio and 
measles. This shall be renewed at least annually and at any time the 
child's general condition indicates the need while the child is in care. 

"Any child showing symptoms of illness during the day shall be removed 
from the group to the quiet area where he shall receive necessary 
attention until such time as the center and his parents can make 
plans for his care elsewhere." 
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"No medication shall he given by the staff except in special err 
cumstances arranged by the Center Administrator at whrch time a 
signed note from parent or guardian giving permission must be on 
file in the center." 

"Under no condition shall a center care for a child having a com- 
municable disease or acute illness. Parents or guardians of air 
children enrolled shall be notified when a communicable disease 
has been introduced into the center." 

"parents shall be notified immediately of any illness or injury to 
the child in the center and their specific instructions regarding 
action to be taken obtained."

d. Outdoor Play Equipment ; ".There shall be sufficient outdoor 
equipment to provide a varied outdoor program for children." 

e. Other Equipment : "A first aid kit equipped with soap, band 

aids, sterile gauze squares, etc. shall be provided. There 
shall be available one cot, a sheet, a light weight cover, 
and one chair for each child enrolled. 

individual wash cloths and towels shall be provided for all 
children. paper towels may be substituted for groups other 
than the infant and toddler groups . 

Each child shall be provided an individual drinking cup." 

f. Discipline : "Staff shall avoid using any disciplinary 

techniques which are hurtful, frightening, mentally or 
physically injurious or humiliating to the child; associa- 
ting punishment with food, rest, isolation because of ill- 
ness, or toilet training." 

g. Nutrition: "Meals served in the day care center shall be 

planned with the child's daily food needs in mind and should 
complement the meals served in the child's own home. 

Children who are in care five or more hours shall have one- 
third of their food needs met in the center; a nutritious 
mid-morning snack or breakfast, a noon-day meal (preferably 
hot) , and a mid— afternoon snack. Children shall be served a 
minimum of 8 ounces of milk per day. 

Current menus shall be posted in the center and be available 
to parents . 

Meals shall be attractively served in an atmosphere which is 
comfortable and relaxed. A staff member shall eat with the 
group . 

Furniture and utensils shall be of a size appropriate for 
children. There shall be enough utensils to serve adequately 
all of the children enrolled. 

Children in care for ten hours shall have an additional meal, 
either breakfast or supper, depending upon hours of care." 
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Transportation : "Each day care center shall have in writing 

a plan for transportation. 

The plan shall assure that the circumstances required to insure 
the safety of the children transported are met. 

This plan shall include a signed agreement with parents which 
insures that parents or parent substitutes will supervise the 
children until they are on board the transporting vehicle and 
will be available to assume responsibility for children when 
they are returned home . 

The transportation plan shall be reviewed as part of the li- 
cens ing procedure . 

Children shall not cross a street in order to meet transporting 
vehicle or in order to arrive at a destination. 

No vehicle containing children shall be left, unattended. 

No child shall stand in the vehicle when being transported. 

The Department of Public Safety requires that there shall be no 
more than three persons in the front seat including the driver. 

Whenever automobiles or station wagons are used, safety locks 
shall be provided so only driver or responsible operator can 
use them. 

Unless accompanied by his or her parents, no child shall be 
required to spend more than one and one-half hours daily in 
transportation from the home to the day care center and return. 

The driver of the school bus or vehicle transporting children 
must meet the same general qualifications as those set forth 
for other members of the day care staff. 

In addition to maintaining a chauffeurs license, no person 
shall be permitted to transport the children in connection with 
the day care center who does not meet the minimum requirements 
set forth by the State Board of Education on June 22, 1959, for 
drivers of school busses." 

Telephon e: "There shall be a telephone in the day care center." 
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SPECIAL PROVISIONS: (Infant care for children under three) 

a. "The staff shall plan for times each day when children are 
given individual attention and stimulation and shall provide 
opportunity for children to play outside of cribs and play- 
pens - 

b. When weather and child's health permit, each child shall 
spend some time out of doors.

1 „ General: The center must be in a safe and convenient- 

place. The building shall be so constructed that it is 
dry, that screening is provided in the fly season, and 
that the- floor is free from splinters, is warn-, and is 
easily cleaned.' 

2. Usable Floor Levels: Should usually be on ground floor. 

If above the first floor, there must be adequate provi- 
sion for fire escape. Basement rooms must be dry, 
adequately heated, lighted and ventilated, have adequate 
floor covering, be free from fire hazards, and have 
adequate exits.

inspector concerning construction, equipment, and maintenance 
of the center and with all requirements of the Department of 
Public Assistance for licensing. 

Local codes are adhered to apart from one state-wide code 
affecting the building and operation of centers. This is 
the Plumbing Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Idaho State 
Plumbing Board, which are very comparable to the National

b. Building: Building codes within Idaho are established by 

each municipality and most of these adhere quite closely to

Fire Department. There is no state fire code; codes are 
established by each city and adhere to some national code. 

The City of Boise adheres to the American Insurance Association 
National Fire Code and most of the national fire codes are 
very similar. 

d. Safety : The National Electrical Code has been established 

as the guideline within the state.- This is set up in Title 54, 
Chapter 10 of the Idaho Code, amended by Chapter 311 in 1961. 

e . Sanitation : All centers must pass inspection by a sanitarian 

of the Department of Health. Sanitation must be adequate and 
must meet standards of the Department of Health. If the water 
supply is obtained from a source other than a city water 
system, it must be approved by the Department of Health.

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7. LICENSING FEE: None specified. 

8. CHILD HEALTH: There shall be daily inspection of each child 

before the child enters the group. If there are indications of 
illness, cold symptoms, or skin diseases, the child shall not be 
accepted for care. 

Any child showing signs of illness must be isolated in an 
adequately heated, lighted and ventilated isolation room until 
arrangements can be made for his care. 

The individual in charge must have current information as to 
where and how the parent or guardian may be reached in the event 
of illness or accident requiring immediate attention.

CODE REQUIREMENTS: 

General : The building housing a center shall be 

approved by the proper health and fire authorities and 
comply with state and local Public Health Safety Codes. 
Centers serving ten or fewer children, in family 
residential facilities, shall have an initial inspec- 
tion and clearance through the local fire department, 
services of a reliable insurance underwriter, or the 
State fire marshal. Routine, annual inspection for 
such premises may be waived unless there are obvious 
or questional le hazards or other conditions necessit- 
ating periodic inspections, or are specifically 
required under municipal ordinance.

The activities provided by a center shall be conducted 
in a setting designed and arranged for safety and good 
supervision of the children. 
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cl . Educational Equipment : Sufficient to provide for

3. Deprived of meals or any part of meals as punishment . 

Nutrition: Children in attendance for more than two, 

hut less than five hours shall he served a mid-session

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An attendant stall be assigned to assist with children, 
while being transported, when the size of the group 
and/or handicapped children require this for their 
safety- The driver shall see that:

Play areas, exclusive of sleeping quarters, 
shall be provided where children are allowed 
to sit, crawl, toddle, or walk, and P->.ay in 
comfort and safety. Such areas shall allow 
a minimum of twenty— five square feet per child 
over five months of age. 
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Sleeping areas shall allow thirty square feet of 
space per child, with at least two feet between 
beds or cribs . Individual beds or cribs shall 
be provided with good/ firm mattresses, protected 
with waterproof materials, and shall be kept in 
clean condition at all times. 

Children shall be removed from cribs and held or 
placed in a chair for all feedings, and removed 
from the cribs at other intervals for individual 
cuddling. They shall be permitted to crawl 
toddle as age and development permit . 

Children shall be taken outdoors for a part of 
each day that weather permits . 



Toilet training shall be undertaken by persons who 
are skilled in employing techniques appropriate to 
a child s age or stage of development. Such train- 
ing shall be consistent with the parents 1 handling. 

,lt^ is r ecommended that children, under two years of age, 

receive primary care by the same adult while at the 
center - 

Handicapped; These special requirements pertain to 
centers which provide services to groups of severely 
handicapped children, whose circumstances warrant 
special facilities. While they deal specifically with 
groups of mentally retarded children, they shall apply 
to other groups of handicapped children. 

A center serving groups of handicapped children also 
shall comply with general standards, prescribed for 
care of all children, when not inconsistent with these 
special requirements.

When a public sewer system. is not 
available the sewage disposal system shall meet state 
or full-time local health department requirements. 

4. Garbage and Refuse Storage and Disposal : In day care 

centers where lunches are prepared and served, suitable 
leak proof corrosion resistant containers are to be 
provided for the storage of garbage and refuse. 

Suitable lids or closing devices are to be provided to 
prevent the entrance of vermin or the scattering of its 
contents. Garbage and refuse disposal shall be provided 
periodically so as not to create a nuisance or attract 
vermin . 

Disposal of either garbage or rubbish on the grounds shall 
be in accordance with the Solid Waste Act 87 of the P.A. 
of 19 6 5 and the Air Pollution Act 34 8 of the P.A.. of 
1965. Adequate facilities should also be available for 
the cleaning of containers. The storage area is to be 
suitably maintained. 

5. Food Sanitation : All f oo. shall be from sources approved 

or considered satisfactory by the health authority, 

and shall be clean, wholesome, free from spoilage, free 
from adulteration and misbranding, and safe for human 
consumption . 

A3 1 food while being' stored, prepared, displayed, served, 
transported, shall be protected from contamination. 

All equipment and utensils shall be so designed and of 
such material and workmanship as to be smooth, easily 
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cleanable, and durable, and shall be in good repair; 
and the food contact surfaces of such equipment and 
utensils shall, in addition, be easily accessible for 
cleaning, non-toxic, corrosion resistant, and 
relatively non-absorbent. All equipment shall be so 
installed and maintained as to facilitate the cleaning 
thereof, and of all adjacent areas. 

All eating and drinking utensils shall be thoroughly 
cleaned and sanitized after each usage. 



Dishwashing shall be carried out under specified 

sanitary conditions. Single service items shall be 

stored, handled in sanitary manner and used only once. 
All personnel shall wear clean outer garments, maintain 
a high degree of personal cleanliness, and conform to 
hygienic practices while on duty- 



Adequate, conveniently located handwashing facilities 
shall be provided.

8. CHILD HEALTH: 

a. Each child shall have a medical examination performed by a 
qualified physician a maximum of 12 months prior to 
admission to the day care center and annually thereafter, or 
within 30 days of admission. 

b. Each child enrolled shall have a health record signed by 

qualified physician, kept on file by the director o e 

center and be available to representatives of the state or 
local health department. The health record shall include 
the following: 

1. Any history of recent exposure to communi cable disease. 

2. A statement that the child has been examined and found 
to be free of conununi '■’^ 1 ^ disease (including 
tuberculosis) - 

3 A record which states that the child has been completely 
immuuh. d against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, 
poliomyelitis, measles and vaccinated for smallpox and 
the approximate dates of these procedures, or that 
innoculation and vaccination took place at the time of 
examination and will continue to completion. 
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4. A record of tuberculin testing, date and the result of 
the test-performed within 90 days before admission. 

5. A description of all abnormal conditions which were 
found on examination. 

6. A staff member designated by the director of the day 
care center shall inspect for his health status each 
child every day before he joins the group. Assistance 
with regard to techniques of inspection and observation 
can be requested from the public health nursing service. 

7. Any child suspected of having an illness shall be 
isolated immediately in a room provided for this purpose. 

The room shall have a cot and chair and be of easy 
access to supervision. 

8. In the event a child is receiving routine medication at 
the stipulation of a parent or guardian, it shall be 
the responsibility of the director to supervise the 
administration of the medication. Such medication shall 
be adequately labeled and written request and authoriza- 
tion by the parent or guardian for the administration of 
the medication shall be on file. 

9 . OTHER: 

a. Record s and Reports : A record shall be kept of each child 

which shall include: 

1. Child* s full name, age, and date of entry and discharge. 

2. Full names of both parents or relatives. 

3. Address and telephone number of parents. 

4. Places and hours of employment of parents or relative. 

5. Instructions for reaching parents or relative— - 

6. Name, address, and telephone number of another person 
who might be reached in case of an emergency. 

7. Name, address, and telephone number of family physician. 

8. Accurate record of daily attendance. 

In addition to the above, the certificate of health or a 

health record for each child required in "The Minimum 
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Standards for Group Day Care of Children" is to be 
kept on file at the center. 

Staff physical examination forms. 

b. Program : Every center shall have a balanced schedule of 

daily activities based upon developmental needs of children. 

The program should include: 

1. Morning inspection and continuing alertness to change 
in each child's appearance or behavior. 

2. A provision for alternate periods of quiet and active 
play. 

3. Play activities which provide learning experience for 
the group and for each individual child. 

4. Mid-morning or afternoon snack of juice or milk and 
crackers affording a period of relaxation and pleasant 
conversation besides giving needed nourishment. 

5. Rest cr a quiet period of listening to records or 
stories, usually follows snack. Children who are in a 
center for more than four hours need an afternoon rest 
of one or more hours depending on the individual child. 

6. Adequate provisions for toilet routine. 

7. Provisions for outdoor play. The length of time outside 
is dependent upon the weather conditions, the ages of 

the children and the length of the program. j 

8. Well-balanced meals for children remaining through the ^ 

lunch period. 

c. Educational Equipment : Basic play equipment should include 
materials for dramatic play such as dolls, housekeeping 
units and dressup clothes, transportation toys and blocks. 

Materials that can be manipulated and experimented with 
such as clay, dough, sand, paints, scissors and paper tools, 
blocks, puzzles, musical instruments, and story books. 

d. Outdoor Play Equipment : Climbing apparatus, wheel toys, 

swings, saw horses, boxes, carts and ladders to encourage 
vigorous play. 
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e. Indoor Equipment : Should include various height tables and 

chair s , low open shelves for blocks/ transportation toys / 
etc - 

Equipment shall be of size and design to fit individual 
child's developmental needs. There shall be of adequate 
and varied supply suitable play equipment and materials 
accessible to children. 

f. Other Equipment : "A washable cot shall be available for 

each preschool child if time spent at the center is longer 
than three hours." There shall be at least three feet of 
space on all sides except where cot touches the wall. 

"There shall be a cot, sheet and blanket for every child 
who remains for afternoon rest." 

g. Discipline : Not specified. 

_ Nutrition : Food provided by the day care center shall be 

of sufficient quantity and nutritional quality to provide 
for the dietary needs of each child, after taking into 
consideration meals served to the child away from the 
cen ter • 

1. Children in group care from five to eight hours a day 
should have one-third to one-half of their food needs 
for the day met at the center. This should be provided 
by serving one main meal and one or two snacks . 

2. Children in group care longer than eight hours a day 
should be furnished at least two-thirds of their day's 
food needs • These may be provided by two regular meals 
and one or two snacks . 

3. Children arriving at the center before 8:00 a.m. with 
little or no breakfast need food soon after they get 

to the center. This should include fruit or juice, cereal 
or egg, toast, and milk. 

4. Mealtimes should be scheduled to meet the children s 
needs and spaced so there are no excessively long 
periods without food. Snacks should be served at least 
one and a half hours before regular meals. 

5. Centers should consider using the services of a dietitian 
or nutritionist to evaluate the adequacy of their 
programs in meeting the needs of the children enrolled. 
These consultants can assist in establishing procedures 
and solving problems related to menu planning , food 
preparation and service, and the development of good 
food habits. Menus shall be planned a week in advance, 
dated, posted, and' kept on file for one year. 
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i w Insurance : Proper insurance coverage, if transportation 

is provided by the center. 

j 0 Transportation : If transportation is provided by the center, 

adequate precautions shall be taken for the safety of 
children. These include: 

1. A seat in the car for each child. 

2. The car in good operating condition with safety locks 
on the doors which may be opened only from the outside. 

3. An adult in addition to the driver in any bus or 
automobile transporting children to and from the Center. 

4. Transportation on buses conforming to the Michigan

8. CHILD HEALTH: "The parent must furnish a health certificate 

not more than one month old from a physician or from the county 
health department certifying that the child has had a complete 
physical examination and is free from communicable disease, 
and that there is no history of recent exposure to communi- 
cable disease."
